Fights Over Bill for Un- 
employed To Test 
Strength This Week; 
Real Battle Forecast.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt has come to the 


and unquestioned congressional sup- 
port and henceforward must. exert 
strong leadership to get the rest of 
his program enacted. 

The first test will come this week 
on his project to put 250,000 now 
idle men to work in the forests, which 
the senate probably will take up to- 
morrow. Organized labor still looks 
dubiously on this project despite re- 
draft of the original bill to meet some 
of its objections. 

Chairman David ]. Walsh, of the 
senate labor committee, told the Unit- 
ed Press tonight that the revised 
measure would be reported formally 
tomorrow, in which case Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Joseph T. Robinson 
said it probably would be called up 
immediately for consideration. 

“I think the senate should pass it 
very quickly,” Walsh said tonight. 

The real, outspoken foe of the bill 
is on the other side of the capitol in 
the wiry, determined person of Chair- 
man William P. Connery Jr., of the 
house labor committee. 

When his committee meets tomor- 
row for the first time to consider the 
bill he will propose his substitute 
which would fix an $80 monthly 
wage for married persons and single 


persons with dependents and $50 for 
single persons without dependents. 
The enlistment period in the conser- 
vation army is limited to 30 days also 
in his substitute. 

Connery is not satisfied with “the 
senate’s revised bill in which the spe- 
cific $1 a day wage was eliminated. 


The president is authorized to fix the 


wage and also to arrange other de- 
tails in a redrafted measure that gives 
him wide powers. 

Connery could not predict today 
whether his substitute bill would he 
adopted nor when the committee 
would be ready to present the bill to 
the house. He disavowed any inten- 
tion to delay the proposed legislation, 
which is the first in a three-point un- 
employment relief program devised by 


President Roosevelt. 


President William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
denounced the original bill as “fas- 
cism, Hitlerism, and a form of sov- 
ietism,” is co-operating with Connery 
in his fight against the president’s 
bill. Organized labor will use every 
ounce of its large influence in the 
house to re-write the measure as far 
as possible. It appeared tonight the 
house will wait for the senate to act 
upon the bill. 

A rebellious ‘senate group—with 
some valuable recruits from republic- 
an ranks—took the offensive tonight 
against the Roosevelt farm relief plan. 

The battle lines forméd over the 
week-end with President Roosevelt 
and Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
sticking to their guns and demanding 
the senate pass the farm relief bill 
in the same form that it came over 
from the house. 

Opposed to them—and eager to re- 
shape it along the lines of his own 
theories—is Chairman Smith, of the 
senate agricultural committee, a dem- 
ocrat who refuses to go all the way 
along the road Mr. Roosevelt has 
pointed out. 

Rumors flew up the length of Penn- 
Sylvania avenue tonight that the pres- 
ident was preparing to take up “the 
big stick” —made famous by another 
President Roosevelt—in behalf of his

Girl Witness Still Missing 
On Eve of Negroes’ Retrial

Whereabouts of a missing witness to- 
night caused speculation as to the 
probability of beginning tomorrow 
new trials fur seven negroes indicted 
in the “Scottsboro attack case” who 
once were under sentence of death.

Mrs. Mary Bates, who confirmed 
street rumors that the girl was miss- 
ing 10 days after she disappeared, 
told officers she believed her daugh-

Officers at the time, however, said | 
Mrs. Bates did not appear alarmed 
over the continued absence of her 
daughter, but has continued her as- 
sertions that she believed her daugh- 
ter was kidnaped. 

The letter the girl is alleged to 
have written and which she swore 
in an affidavit was false was deliv- 
ered to defense attorneys employed by 
the International Labor Defense at 
Birmingham recently, when efforts to 
gain the release of Roy Wright, one | 
of nine negroes named in the orig- 
inal indictments, on habeas corpus 
failed.

“He undressed and went to bed but 
shortly after midnight Saturday the 
argument began again and he hit me 
in the reck and on the head with a 
watchmaker’s tool. A_ pistol was 
hanging on the wall near by and I 
got it and shot him one time. 

“The powder set his clothes afire 
and I went and got a bucket of water 
and put it out. Then I went across 
the street to Cuarles Brown’s: house 
and asked him what to do. He said 
he would call the ambulance and for 
me to go to see what I could do for 
my brother.” 

Brown's testimony and that of Hap 
Powell, of Baker road, substantiated 
William Cooper’s story, police said.

OAKLAND, Cal., March 26.—(4)—

MOSCOW, March 26.—(P—A 
'deadiock has developed on the ques- 
tion of bail for three British subjects, 
‘employes of the electrical firm, Met- 
ropolitan-Vickers, who were arrested 
two weeks ago on charges of sabotage 
in important electrical work. 

Coincident with an editorial attack 
in Russian newspapers on a British 
press campaign against the arrests it 
was revealed that Allan Monkhouse.

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MUNICIPAL BARNACLES. 

Full agreement with The Consti- 
tution’s position as to the dangers 
ahead for Atlanta from the creation 
of municipal governments around 
the city is expressed in a card ap- 
pearing elsewhere on this page, 
from R. E. Hodgson, one of the 
city’s most prominent business men 
and valuable citizens. 


Because of his opposition to the 
creation of new governments of 
any kind, Mr. Hodgson, opposed, as 
a citizen of Druid Hills, the move- 
ment to have that community in- 
corporated. . 

He does not, however, agree with 
an incidental statement made by 
The Constitution that the creation 
of a ring of small governments ad- 
joining and around the city would 
“sap the life blood of Atlanta.” 


Mr. Hodgson points out that 
while he lives out of Atlanta and 
pays no city taxes, he spends most 
of his income in this city, and asks 
“what difference does it make to 
the merchants of Atlanta whether I 
live inside or outside the city so 
long as the money | spend is spent 
with them.” 

Let it be supposed, for sake of 
argument, that Atlanta was com- 
pletely encircled by a ring of these 
small municipalities and that every 
resident of the city, to avoid the 
payment of city taxes, should move 
out to these suburban communities. 
The result would be that grass 
would soon grow in the streets of 
Atlanta and the city would swiftly 
decay, to the injury of those living 
outside as well as inside the city 
limits. 

A municipal government to be 
prosperous and progressive must be 


‘supported by the taxes from both 


business and residential sections, 
and its good government depends 
upon the active co-operation of all 
classes of those whose financial in- 
terests are centered within its boun- 
daries. 

‘Unquestionably there is need in 
Druid Hills for more governmental 
protection, but the proper solution, 
as Mr. Hodgson writes, is not 
through the creation of another gov- 
ernment. Rather it lies in annexa- 
tion to Atlanta, to the mutual bene- 
fit of both, 


FASCISM IN LATIN AMERICA. 

Latin America’s woes of govern- 
ment, for decades the most numer- 
ous and complex of those in any 
section of the world, are now- added 
to by a mushroom-like growth of 
fascism in many of the Spanish- 
speaking nations to the south of us. 


These nations are a fertile field 
for the movement which has de- 
veloped in Europe since the World 
War. Populated by temperamental 
peoples, fascism can be used either 
for or against those in power. 

In Argentina.fascism has emerged 
in full, uniformed organization as a 
legion to “watch the radicals.” In 
other nations on the continent it is 
largely made up of the so-called 
radicals. 

The Argentine fascists are formed 


of the revolutionists who two years | 


ago, under the leadership of Gen- 
eral Uriburu, overthrew President 
Yrigoyen. They blossomed out, 
practically overnight, as ‘South 
American fascists” and on the death 


‘of Uriburu were successful in nam- 


ing General Justo as president. ; 

A touch of humor is added to 
the situation by the abrupt disap- 
pearance of President Justo on the 
occasion when the fascists, arrayed 
for the first time in their uniforms 
as “gray-shirt’? storm troops, at- 
tempted to give him the regulation 
salute. 

Politics and populace are too un- 
certain in most of the Latin Amer- 
jcan countries to argue for a per- 
manent existence of any single move 
in governmental control, even 
though it be a movement which has 


_ been so successful as has fascism 


in Italy and Germany. So far as 
South America is concerned, it will 


probably} disappear after having 
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added its contribution to instability 
in the countries which seem to 
thrive on falling regimes. 


AS WE ENTER A NEW ERA. 


The proven leadership of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and the faith the 
public has evidenced in his ability 
to successfully attain his objectives, 
leads the Detroit News to prophesy 
that the projected development of 
the Tennessee valley is a “vision 
which is to become a reality.” 


Holding that there comes a time, 
periodically, in the history of every 
nation when it must “record the 
close of one era and assume the 
task of creating a mew chapter of 
history,” the News feels. that 
when— ; 


President Roosevelt, in anticipation 
of the day when he should enter the 
White House, made public the “most 
interesting experiment a government 
has ever undertaken,” he was, in ef- 
fect, recognizing the implications of 
the historic moment and was pointing 
the United States definitely toward 
its next era. For, as a world period 
ended with the war, so a national 
period for this country closed with 
the extravagant finale of 1929. If 
the project to reconstruct life in the 
rugged highlands and fertile indcus- 
trial valley of the Tennessee water- 
shed is carried, as it must be, to a 
successful issue, then at once there 
will be public acceptance of a new 
national policy which, however star- 
tling in its dimensions, is nothing 
more nor less than the most obvious 
and logical historical sequence in the 
progress of this or any people.

It is a curious fact that with the 
prolohgation of the depression men 
and women of all countries are study- 
ing and reading infinitely more than 
in the years that went by. Mr. Ford 


goes so far as to say in an interview 
with the New York Times that the 
crisis is a blessing, in that it has 
made people think. Truth is that I, 
for one, would not have dreamt of 
going to hear a lecture if I had been 
paid for it in days gone by, and that 
now I scan the newspapers of what- 
ever town I happen to be in to find 
out if there is not somebody of intel- 
lectual authority holding forth on 
this or that aspect of modern life, 
with a view of going to hear him and 
to learn something if possible. 

So it happened that I went to the 
Sorbonne the other day and heard a 
professor of philosophy give his views 
on the present-day situation. He said 
that 1929 was by no means the be- 
ginning of the crisis, but that sensi- 
tive souls had felt the approach of a 
spiritual crisis as long as a century 
ago. These people were somewhat 
like delicate seismographic instru- 
ments which recorded the smallest 
subterranean disturbance. A_ hun- 
dred years ago man began to ask 
what was the aim of life, why were 
we here at all on this earth? This 
was the first indication of a coming 
spiritual crisis, which has grown to 
international proportions. 

Today, mankind stands before a 
great question, and every young man 
must make the decision for himself: 
do we live unto ourselves alone, or 
do we live for the community, for the 
well-being of the collectivity to whose 
interests we subordinate our private 
interests? The tradition will have it 


life. The crisis means that this tra- 
dition is tottering, said the professor. 
Crisis means that something new is 
about to be born. It costs pain and 
strife, but it is up to us to shoulder 
our task manfully, to look the world 
in the face and to accept the new 
life, without hesitation. 

The speaker pointed to the example 
of great men who dared to break with 
the past and fearlessly drive for their 
new goal. When we finally establish 
clearly what the aim and object is of 
human life, then also we will conquer 
the crisis, By nature, man is good and 
therefore should be able to build him- 
self a marvelous society. If you know 
where you are going, said the speak- 
er, if you have dediced where you are 
going, the road becomes lighter. You 
get an entirely new point of view of 
those around you, of society and of 
the phenomena of your time. 

This is very true. Be sure: man- 
kind will be happy yet, men will yet 
be brothers, the night may be dark, 
but look to the sky, the heavens are 
aglow with a new dawn.

added, with the prospect that the sen- 
ate floor fight will start the latter 
part of this week. 

Despite protests over the legisla- 
tion, the measure probably will go 
through both house and senate with- 
out any vital changes. The president 
gave a clue to his methods with com 
gress in permitting redrafting of the 
bill, in which nothing essential was 
lost. He refuses to yield on impor- 
tant points. 

This and other phases of the Roose- 
velt economic program have been re- 
tarded in a natural reaction against 
the speed with which the earlier leg- 
islative proposals were enacted, Lead- 
ers have yielded to the resentment 
expressed and have agreed to slow 
down the pace, though still keeping a 
tight rein on their forces. 

As a result, the probable date of 
adjournment now is being moved from 
May 1 to June 1. 

The chief executive's first real fight 
probably will come on the farm relief 
bill which, according to all indica- 
tions, will be materially altered in 
the senate from the form in which it 
passed the house. This contest be- 
tween White House and congress will 
develop in the next few days as the 
Senate agriculture committee proceeds 
with its revision of the measure. 

President Roosevelt will lay an- 
other far-reaching measure before con- 
gress this week to supplement the 
farm relief bill. This is the bill to 
ease the farm mortgage burden by 
refinancing mortgages at lower inter- 
est rates.

Common School System 
Appears Doomed by Fi- 
nancial Crisis, M.D. 
Collins Reports. 


By BEN F. MEYER, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Official reports of the closing of 

380 public schools in Georgia due to 
lack of funds have been received at 
the state department of education, 
M. D. Collins, state school superin- 
| tendent, announced Sunday. 

‘Doubtless, 100 or more _ schools 
have closed before the end of their 
terms, on which we have not yet re- 
ceived reports,” Mr. Collins said. 

“It appears that common school 
education is doomed, not only in 
Georgia, but everywhere, unless ade- 
quate revenue to maintain the schools 
is provided 

“As I see it. common school educa- 
tion is primarily the state’s function, 
but the fact is that the schools now 
are supported largely by revenue 
raised in the local subdivisions, 

“And the local taxes are the real 
burden on the taxpayers of this state. 
In addition to local taxes for other 
purposes, the counties must levy a 
tax of at least 5 mills to participate 
in the school equalization fund. Aside 
from that, there is usually a 5-mill 
local levy for school maintenance, On 
top of that, numerous counties or 
districts levy additional taxes to pay 
sbonded debts. The trouble is that 
the folks can’t pay the taxes and the 
schools do not have sufficient income 
to keep them open.” 

Superintendent Collins said that the 
state itself owes the schools $3,122,- 
317 in unpaid appropriations and “the 
department of education is the only 
department in the capitol which has 
past-due appropriations for as far 
back as 1928.” 

In 1932 the state spent about $7,- 
000,000 and local sources about $12,- 
000,000 for public schools, Mr. Collins 
said, 

Unless sufficient revenue is provid- 
ed “to support the operation of our 
schools, the educational opportunities 
of our children will be seriously cur- 
tailed. ‘Teachers cannot continue to 
teach without a pay day. In some 
| counties teachers have not had a full 
| month’s salary since April, 1932, 

“There are any number of teach- 
ers whose salaries have been cut to 
as low as $40 per month and some 
of them are teachers with normal 
school or college degrees. Practically 
every county and political subdivision 
has reduced its teachers’ pay. 

“Added to the deficiency of revenue 
for schools is the problem of uncer- 
tainty as to what the income will be,” 
Mr. Collins said 

The department of education in 
1932 received slightly more than $7,- 
000,000 from the state, of which about 
$780,000 was on appropriations for 
previous years. The state now owes 
$932,500 to schools participating in 
the Barrett-Rogers fund, a fund to 
aid consolidated schools, and $2,189,- 
817 to the common. school fund. 

The appropriation bill passed at the 
1931 session of the legislature fixed 
a figure of $4,381,250 for common 
schools, but the governor has an- 
nounced that state agencies must pre- 
pare for a cut of 20 to 25 per cent 
in their appropriations for this year, 
due to a falling off in reveune. In 
addition to the appropriation for 1933 
for the common schools, an amount 
of $160,000 was fixed for mainte- 
nance of the department, $125,000 for 
vocational ¢duecation maintenance, 
$25,000 for vocational rehabilitation 
maintenance, $57,500 for matching 
federal funds for vocational education, 
and $12,500 for matching federal 
funds for vocational rehabilitation.

RAIL. DEBT BILLS. 
ARE TAKING FORM 


By FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—(#)— 
President Roosevelt will put before 
congress this week his proposals for 
refinancing the heavily debt-burdened 
farmers and for reviving the national 
transportation systems. 

Both measures are highly compli- 
cated. Mr. Roosevelt with his aids 
spent the week-end in study of them. 
Confident that congress will give him 
his farm and unemployment relief 
bills before the end of the present 
week, the president is determined to 
speed the fashioning of other planks 
in his new program with a view to 
winding things up by late May. 

The problem of giving the farmers 
the desired low interest rate on their 
new mortgages and also of making 
sure of the sale at par value of the 
new bonds to finance the deal has 
proved the stumbling block on the ag- 
riculture measure, 

Regarding railroads, the president 
is studying closely the plan of Fred- 
erick H. Prince, of Boston, for a pool- 
ing of rail interests and a reduction 
of mileage and operating expenditures. 

The proposal is in the hands of 
Raymond Moley, assistant -secretary 
of state and one of the Roosevelt eco- 
nomic advisers. 

Savings of $743,000,000, annually 
for the railroads is estimated by 
Prince under one program which he 
has been drafting in co-operation with 
experts for several weeks. 

The president has in mind, also, 
other ideas for the harassed roads, 
He probably .will include in his rec- 
ommendations the bill for repeal of 
the recapture clause, already ape- 
proved by the house interstate com- 
merce committee, as well as the meas- 
ure for federal regulation of railroad 
holding companies. 

Further, he wants to bring motor 
bus traffic under federal regulation. 
To accomplish all the things he has 
in mind, including the unification of 
all transportation agencies under one 
government officer, the establishment 
of a federal co-ordinator is planned. 

Carl Gray, president of the Union 
Pacific railroad, who was in con- 
ference here recently with the presi- 
dent, is regarded as a possible man 
for this job. 

It is likely the agriculture refinanc- 
ing measure will go forward to Capi- 
tol Hill from the White Hoapse be- 
fore mid-week. ‘There is a disposition 
in the senate to include it in the farm 
relief bill now before the senate agri- 
culture committee, 

As soon as the president finds his 
methods for putting the indebted farm- 
ers on a new basis he will apply the 
same principles to small home owners. 

Moreover, he will correlate the pres- 
ent eight government farm credit 
agencies under one or two heads with 
a view to improving the status of 
these agencies and to getting efficien- 
cy in the administration of the gigan- 
tic refinancing program he contem- 
plates. 


Producers Disagree 
Over Oil Program 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—(/)— 
A stormy meeting of oil producers, 
gathered here privately a day in ad- 
vance of the governors’ oil confer- 
ence called by the administration for 
tomorrow, tonight broke up in wide 
disagreement with various partici- 
pants issuing statements of their po- 
sitions. 

J. Edward Jones, of New York, 
listed as the representative ef Gov- 
ernor Laffoon, of Kentucky, said a 
program sponsored by the American 
Petroleum Institute to gain an agree- 
ment on oil curtailment, which could 
be placed before the administration 
meeting tomorrow, had been shouted 
down. 


Ford’s British Plant 
Is Closed by Strike 


DAGENHAM, England, March 26. 
(P)—The majority of the night shift 
at the Ford factory here went on 
strike tonight. 

The strike began at 10 p. m. when 
hundreds of employes arriving to start 
work found th entrance picketed. 

They were informed that at a meet- 
ing the strike had been decided upon 
as a protest against wage reductions 
said to have been instituted during 
the past week 

The reductions were said to range 
from 3 pence ar hour to 17 pence an 
hour. (The penny at current rates 
of exchange is approximately 1.5 
cents.) 

After listening to the arguments 
of the speakers, a majority of the 
workers agreed to join the strike.

PARIS, March 26.—-(UP)—The 
cabinet remained aloof tonight toward 
paying the defaulted December war 
debt instalment to the United States, 
despite a warning by Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull at Washington 
that defaulting nations might not be 
invited to participate in the forthcom- 
ing war debts discussions in America. 

Premier Edouard Daladier said that 
he had the majority of the ministry 
back of him in favor of paying imme- 
diately, but that they were forced to 
refrain from taking any steps to push 
the plan through the chamber of depu- 
ties at this juncture. 

Daladier said the socialists remain- 
ed bitterly opposed to making the pay- 
ment now or at any time, and the 
cabinet’s life, he admitted, depends on 
the support of the socialist party in 
the chamber.

Atlanta is extended an invitation 
by H. G. Tye, manager of the West- 
wyndes Goat Dairy, to visit the dairy, 
inspect the fine Nubian herds and 
see the care given them.

MANY LINES SHOW 
MODERATE GAINS 


Further Recoveries Made 
as Aftermath of Nation- 
al Banking Holiday.

Moderate quickening of commercial 
and industrial activity in various 
lines and localities was indicated by 
the business news of the past week. 

This represented further recovery 

from the setback occasioned by the 
banking holiday. and, while all of the 
ground lost during that period has not 
been regained, the improvement In 
sentiment resulting from the passing 
of the banking crisis was well main- 
tained. 
While many sections of the coun- 
try labored under 4mpaired banking 
facilities as work progressed on re- 
organizations, total bank clearings as 
reported for the larger cities by Dun 
& Bradstreet showed a sharp come- 
back close to the levels of the like 
period of last year. 

Freight car loadings was one of 
the principal barometers to show im- 
provement. ‘The total reported for 
the latest week was 449,712 cars for 
Class 1 carriers, in contrast to 43/,- 
813 in the week of the bank holiday, 
and 477.827 in the preceding week. 

Statistics generally, however, re- 
mained distorted by extraordinary 
events of recent weeks. ; 

Sentiment. was much better in the 
steel industry, as reflected in firmer 
prices and better inquiry for pig 
iron, but steel ingot output, as esti- 
mated by Iron Age, slipped off to 
14 per cent of capacity, from a little 
under 15 a week previously. 

Preparations went forward to 
manufacture and distribute beer, giv- 
ing a substantial boost to the busi- 
ness of bottle and bottling equip- 
ment manufacturers, and some other

Wholesale merchants reported a 
good pickup, particularly in wearing 
apparel, as preparations went for- 
ward for Easter and spring trade. 

Among lighter manufacturing lines, 
the shoe industry continued to operate 
close to capacity.

COTTON RECORDS 
LOSS DURING WEEK 


‘Prices Drop $1.25 to $1.50 


a Bale, Cancelling Pre- 
vious Week’s Gains.

NEW YORK, March 26.—(4)-—The 
interesting action in cotton last week 
was compressed within Tuesday’s 
session when the market dropped 
from $1.25 to $1.50 a bale. 

This not only canceled the previous 
week’s gain, but let values a little be- 
low those of March 3. For all the 
rest the market was a sluggish affair. 
moving within a range of a few 
points, 

The market. according to the trade. 
has several vital factors before it, all 
holding ‘strong potentialities for 
pronounced shift in sentiment. 

One of the main sources of inde- 
cision, as reflected by market's ac- 
tion, was the administration’s agricul- 
tural relief bill, concerning which the 
trade has varying opinions, and ap- 
parently continuing anxiety relative 
to the proposed taxes on processors. 

Market sentiment was helped by re- 
ports that Senator E. D. Smith, chair- 
man of the senate committee on agri- 
culture and one of the authors of the 
Smith-George bill, would introduce a 
substitute measure making the pool- 
ing plan applicable to cotton and pro- 
viding for a processing tax only high 
enough to defray the cost of leasing 
lands to be taken out of cultivation. 

Most of the week’s selling, aside 
from speculative unloadings, was said 
to have resulted from hedging opera- 
tions, and the action of brokers act- 
ing for Liverpool and continental in- 
terests. 

At slightly below the March 3 
levels, a fair demand came into the 
market from both trade and specula- 
tive quarters. Spot merchants report- 
ed that the basis remained firm de- 
spite a considerable contraction in 
business, 

Reports from the goods market said 
that buyers displayed slightly more 
interest near the end of the week. 

There were rumors of sales of 
381-2 inch 64-60s print cloths in 
small lots at 3 cents a_ yard, but 
first hands were said to be holding 
for 31-8 cents with some business 
closed at that level. The high level 
reached on the recent buying move- 
ment was 3 1-2 cents.

Secretary of State Wilson 
Reports Excellent Rec- 
ord Made by Associa- 
tions Throughout 1933. 


The stability of the building and 
loan plan has been especially tested 
during the last few years and repeat- 
edly proven sound, according to C. V.
